In the following Appendices “A”, “B” and “C” are summaries of com- 
municable disease cases and deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and 
case rates by Regierungsbezirk and Land for the week ended 3 January 
1948. Summarized in Appendix “D” is a report of Animal Diseases by 
Land for the half month period ended 15 December 1947 (veterinary 
reports are submitted semi-monthly) together with a comparison of the 
three immediately preceding periods. 


Communicable Diseases: 


Following a very decided drop in the number of reported cases of 
communicable diseases last week, due to failure of the German Public 
Health offices to report diseases during the Christmas holiday, the in- 
cidence of most diseases has increased during the current week. How- 
ever, the incidence rates are still somewhat below the level of the pre- 
holiday period, and no particular significance can be attributed to the 
increases of the week. 


| Animal Diseases: 


Bavaria and Wuerttemberg-Baden report increases in the number of 
farms infected with trichomoniasis. Swine erysipelas continues a 
seasonal decline in incidence. :
